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The hypocritoe' ^ave of cormpt doctrine made manifest, and 

hie dead principles which have a name to live bat den; 

the power of life, set forth ; which rei^n of death 

is in will-worship, and volnntary hnmility; only 

having a show, or appearance of wisdom, 

bnt in reality intrndea the creatnres' 

selves into things which they do 

not know, such as worshipping 

aogels and serving the 

creatnro more than the Creator that is blessed 

for ever, Amen.

Will-worahip is cruel and digs down a wall, and slajsmeD 
by subtletjr in secret; which Jacob's aoul will not oome 
into, nor his honor unite with, because it is the curse that 
makes desolate the friend under a false show of circum- 
cision, while the praise is not of Qod; but is as follows 
here ia testimony, to niaie manifest that spirit that makes 
void tba ooramaudmant of G-od, (which coraraandraent is 
man's friend) in teachiDg the traditions of men for doctrine. 
Jeremiah describes will-worship, chap. xvii. 5 and 6; 
" Thus saith the Lord; cursed be the man that trusteth in 
man, and malieth flesh his arm, and whose heart departeth 
from the Lord. For he shall be like the heath in the 
desert, and shall not see when good cometh ; but shall in- 
habit tho parched places in the wilderness, in a salt land 
and not inhabited." 

Surely that which aeelb not when good cometh, is dead 
to tbf knowledge of good, or God; and is only a dry parched 
up wildernesB, and cao only hear the fame of salt, or wisdom, 
with a carnal dead mind which is at enmity with God; 
in reality it is a name to live but ia dead; and good is 
a land not inhabited by the cuised people that trust in man, 
and who seo not good; neither is the arm of the Lord le- 
Tealed, nor his report; at which comes grace to salt every 
sacrifice with fire, and to try every word by the truth; 
which saves from every idle word and corrupt conversation 
that corrupt good manners; and which baa power to bridle 
the tongue, and tames the creature; and m^kea it subject 
by inheriting aalt, that has not lost its virtue; but is the 
good land, and that ia the glory of all lands ; and which is 
possessed by the blcfiscd man whose hope the Lord is. 



'^ He shall not be careful in the year of droughty neither shall 
cease from yielding fruit." And such kind of fruit is the 
power of the spirit of truth, that treads under foot of man 
all salt that has lost his savour^ and is not inherited (or in- 
habited,) because the righteousness of these hypocrites is 
not of the Lord, but is of themselves. 

These form weapons against divine worshippers, to per- 
secute them, and to make the mark of the beastly spirit 
upon them ; that they may cause them to bow down, and 
kiss an image which the dragon gives power, his seat and 
great authority in beastly forms ; which is represented by 
Uie feet of a bear, that can sit resembling a man, and hug 
all that will come within the embrace of his power and 
great authority; and who has the likeness of the mouth of 
a lion, in a lying tongue that devours; and which makes 
beastly spots in the flesh like the leopard, that are given to 
the earthly creature ; by which his form is distinguished 
in the truth to be the spots of this worlds that fight for 
dominion by might, and not by knnwledge of Otod, that is 
men's Saviour, and is not the destroyer of the body; but is 
the Saviour of the body; which the living God prepared 
for a temple that his holiness might dwell in, and be the 
King of that palace, and keep it in peace, and in subjection 
to the Father of spirit that lives in His only begotten Son ; 
and that does not live in a beastly spirit, which is not sub- 
ject to His holy law of grace and truth, but is cruel and 
self-willed ; and that may have the form of a lamb with his 
power represented in two horns; yet if he speaks like a 
dragon in doctrine by his beastly form, and false prophet, 
he is of the serpent that swallows his frogs alive, and that 
feeds the sime words unto men, in any way they will be 
flattered by the woman that was shown to John to 
be the great city that reigneth over the kings of the 
earth. 

So they must be governed by her filthiness, and will be 
filthy still, until she is judged by the Lord; and His 
greatness must cast that great city down that speaketh im- 
periously in the Society called Friends; and more arrogantly 
and treacherously, than those peoples, and tongues (which 
do not agreCi) and nations of the earth, tha} claim eternal 



life in the book, aad thst oall the letter the word of 
God. 

Now BB Bare as the Lord liveth, and his people live in 
Him, Eo sure they are not His lawfully begotten, without 
an everlasting covenant, for a testimony to their husband, 
the Holy One, that He is their Redeemer, and whose angel 
of Hia presence eaves them, and is for a testimony or cov- 
enant of salt to the people of the earth ; which spirit in the 
ohureh says come unto and partafcefreely of grace; (which 
is not of debt, but is to be lent by the Lord's people without 
any return or borrowing from the ways of aliens, or their 
laws of worship from strangers to ihe covenant of promise;) 
which brings salvation only by the same everlasting cov- 
enant with the everlasting God of Jacob; whose portion is 
his people, and Jacob is the rod of His inheritance, against 
all covenants that are not with the everlasting God; and 
that is the same memorial in all generations, and among all 
nations, and ail the families of the earth; because it is the 
same grace, or the same salt, or the one good that is God ; 
and beside whom there is no Saviour of men. Which sal- 
vation is of the Jews that know that they warship the 
Father, because the Jew inward is the man that is the in- 
ward mother of Christ, his own Son ; and that soul that 
rejoices in God ; who is the power of the highest that re- 
joices the spirit of man^ and comforts with everlasting con- 
Holation through the new and everlasting covenant with 
graoe, that God gives man to purify and redeem man, by 
judgment that is unsearchable; and that only knows the 
living God, by being a virgin mother that knew do man; and 
BQch are sure witnesses that they have a son by a spiritual 
covenant, that is God's only begotten of faith and by grace, 
and is recorded as follows: Man being passive to that 
which appears and highly favors among men or women 
singly in covenant with God alone, and in one mind, that 
is virgin and not deSled withwomen,or their covenants wiih 
other gods; saying, (when thus bailed singly and with de- 
light in the word,) be it unto me, according to thy word, 
of which I om a witness of the time appoiuled of the father 
of spirit; unto whom the soul must be subject, to be the 
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witness of a mother, and embrace a son in due time, which 
is called the son of man, and the son God; whom man can 
only be the mother unto, by doing the will of him that always 
begets his own will, and that is spirit and life; and is a sword 
against will-worship, which is of the devil ; whose doctrine 
puts obedience before knowledge, which is glory (not false) 
that always has a defence in God his Father ; that is wiser 
than the serpent's subtlety, or the fox's cunning, or the 
inwardly ravening wolf, or any of the animal spirits that 
are selfish, and that destroy, because the creatures are in 
the power that is in their hands; and not in that knowledge 
of God the one good, and salt of grace which is sufficient 
to salt the whole earth, and to bless all the nations of the 
earth ; which is corrupted because men choose their own 
ways and are deluded with strong delusions, in which they 
believe a lie, and hide themselves under falsehood for a 
refuge, and make covenant with death and an agreement 
with hell which is the destroyer's foundation, by the gates of 
the bottomless pit, that shall not prevail against the son of 
man ; who buildeth his church by breaking false rocks to 
pieces, and is a fire and a hammer, called the stone cut out 
of the mountain without hands ; who gave sight to Daniel 
to see, until his power on the image of Babylon was ful- 
filled, and there was nothing left that was not removed out 
of his place; which was from the strength, riches, and 
glory of the world, with the fame that helps to carry sound, 
as the thighs, to send forth from the brazen belly without 
any bowels of compassion or commiseration, a hollow and 
empty sound ; which image is set up by those exalted kings 
of the earth which the woman reigns over, even this 
Babylon the great; that is built by the power of man's 
might; that must be cast down like a great millstone is cast 
into the sea, and found no more at all. 

The knowledge of God is life, light and glory that is man's 
real comfort; and innocence has no beam of hypocrisy in 
that pure eye, which sees God, and that dwells in God the 
light; and that is the house of the living God, that is the 
ground and pillar of truth ; and that pillar is the revela- 
tion of the Father, that judges them tnat are in the dark, 
with their image of jealousy ; and seeth what these do in 



tho dark, to provoke to jealonay against the son of man, 
and the groat mjatery of godliness ; which is without qoq- 
troversy, debate, malignity, back-biting, extortion, evil re- 
port in society, and eyerj thing that rejoices in iniquity, 
and that binds heavy burdens on men's shoulders, grierons 
to he borne, in woeful laws, from the evil treasures of the 
evil man's heart. 

That which rejoices io the Truth, is that which hopeth 
all things, and heliovcth al! thino;s; knowing thorn that are 
blind need the same pity in which out Heavenly Father 
has forgiven us in oar trespasses, and that we should have 
the same feeling towards others that are fellow serrsnts, 
which need the one master, that beata none, nor will he 
drunken with none, and that will not eat and drink with 
such, saying the Lord delayeth his coming; fiir he will ap- 
point the portion nf theaa with the hypocrites, that are 
not made stewards of tho Lord's house or church, to give 
them their meat in due season. 

That which is living bread, is that which is not blind or 
barren and unfruitful in the knowledge of the Lord ; and 
has the Lord's presence for alight: such dwell in him, 
and he ia the temple of these by his glorious power, and the 
Lamb is the Hght thereof; and his followers have the 
victory by the image and the glory of God, and not from 
the world that di^honoreth God, tho Father of all good, who 
Bpeaketh not reproachfully of his only begotten, that hon- 
oreth his father, that ia trae, and that beareth witness of 
(me) the Truth, or the Son of man. 

There is a spirit of tltfe sorcerer that withstands the 
truth like Jannes and Jambera withstood Moses; which is 
an enemy of all righteousness, and is a cbild of the devil 
that coascB not to pervert the right way of the Lord. They 
who are of it must be made blind for a season and seek 
some to lead them; of these are they that kick my feet 
when my head is uncovered before the Lord, and pull my 
coat; and that command what I ahill worship, and that 
say what I ihall think in worsliip to my God ; and that 
claim authority as pillars of the Truth, when they accuse 
me without establishing any evidence out of the mouths of 
wi'nefises, that will stand face to faoe to me, and the Truth. 
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One called an elder said to me, ^' wisdom will die with thee }" 
which is blasphemous testimony in the mystery of iniqnity ; 
and is of the same craft with those that preach progression, 
a religion without any mystery that is in God, to be opened, and 
declaring that all know, and that the world is progressing 
into something that is not ancient; or that was, and is, and 
will be the same; and that taught in New York Yearly 
Meeting, that it is ^^my faith that every mau has had a 
natural father ;** which principle includes a natural mother; 
and which includes an eternal natural generation of matter, 
and excludes the Creator; aud also excludes the Christian 
marriage, and that the woman was of the man. These are 
they that cause the daily sacrifice to be taken away^ which 
is by the daily cross; and by hungering after the Father 
of the Son of man, that gives his only Son for the life of 
the world. 

Will- worshippers are self-willed and presumptuous; they 
are not afraid to speak evil of digoities, because they des- 
pise government, through self-dominion, which is cursed 
arrogancy. They trust in themselves^ and reproach the 
wisdom and power of the living Ood by opening their 
mouths in testimony against Moses the servant of God ; 
which state is in the overcomer of the beast, his mark and 
the number of his name, by faith and patience ; and who 
is the meek man that envies no man on his account ; bat 
would that the Lord would pat his Spirit upon all his 
people (or camp ;) as well as Eldad and Medad : such are 
they that have the harp of God, and sing of service by their 
own testimony in self-denial. ..-- 

Self-denial is not self-will ; this is cursed service to man^ 
or unto men; and shall inherit the parched places of the 
wilderness (which state or condition is an image of good or 
salt land not in reality inhabited; because they inhabit the 
parched places of the wilderness that know not from whence 
good, or the grace that salts the earth comes) a salt land 
not inhabited; such are the inhabitants of the parched 
places of the wilderness, that perish in the gainsaying of 
Core because they do not know Moses, the man of God with 
his rod, that will become a serpent, that will swallow all 
imitations of judgment; and when laid hold of by the 



word of the Lord, will be a staff of fnith tn walk with, and 
for the juat to live by, as faith is made matiifeBt from faith 
to faith, in daily bread ; which is received by the daily 
eacrifiee of maa'a will ; which sacriSce is taken away by will- 
worship aod voluntary humility, that stand in the place of 
hoiine^ts ; called the abominatiou that makes desolate the 
charch (the friend by the commandment that saves;) or that 
teaches the traditions of men for doctrine, while the heart 
is far from Uod and is in the evil treasure that brings forth 
evil things, and changes the truth of God into a He, in this 
vioked and perverse generation that lacketh the knowledge 
of God; so is not a priest unto God ; but rejects this testi- 
mony to himself, and to the world or to the earth, which 
must be saved by the salt of f&ith; which was the sub- 
stance begotten in Abraham, and which he inherited, and 
all the families of the earth must inherit to be the same 
seed that God blesses, and the same name that God makes 
great, and that ho is with for an exceeding great reward; 
find with whom he made an everlasting ooveoant, and with 
the same state after him, that he calls from the world to n 
better house than his natural kindred, oven that " which I 
shall shew thee." 

This is the foundation of the friend ; against will-worship 
and priestcraft. Follow knowledge and reject it not; 
make no covenant with the people, '^but make covenant with 
the everlasting God, that does not make a covenant with 
death and hell, or priests of the high places j nor with the 
prophets of Baal, that make an image for men to kiss. 
Nay verily ; he makes a covenant with the chaste mother 
of Truth, with the virgins of the church, that are wise, and 
are not defiled with women that are foolish ; and that tho 
woe is against because they put kerchiefs upon the head of 
every (State) stature, and sew pillows to armholes; 
crying peace, peace, to hunt the sonls of men aod make 
them fly: behold the Lord is against these women, and 
will t«ar away these props, and head dresses, and uncover; 
that men may see the spirit of Jezebel which orieth out 
treason, treason, when herself is the traitor that must be 
cast down by Israel's salvation. 

It is that which professetb to be a friend, and is Dot, 
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but is an enemy; and so is not a Jew inward, bat is one 
that is outward, and that is dead, and that is carnal and 
dependeth on the dead letter, and on the friendship of the 
world that is an enemy of G-od ; and such are Scriptare 
searchers (the Scriptures testify of the life,) but do not 
come to the Spirit of the Truth, that they may have life ; 
guoh are they that think they have eternal life in the 
Scriptures ; and they preach from what they think they 
have authority for ; from and by what other men knew of 
revelation, and that those holy men were the mothers of, 
or witnesses of; and that think those gifts descended to 
posterity; which is the false rock of Popery and his friend- 
ship of the world, which, as Paul says, knows nothing yet 
as men ought to know ; not knowing who is their father, 
and that the name of the seducer is written upon them in 
the mark of will-worship. 

If will-worship can cast out will-worship, then have 
those that are friends of the world, dominion over Popery; 
and one enemy can cast out the same spirit, by presuming 
a higher form, or as having the light of seven days above 
Popery, while, if possible, it is seven fold more wicked 
than Popery; or is a house or church that once was 
cleansed and enlightened with a glorious light, even 
dwelling in God the light; having her deeds wrought in 
the Father, that cleansed the mother who brought forth 
testimony in her son, that was the word of testimony from 
the church's mouth of truth, through the living and ever- 
lasting covenant, which is not with death nor with hell, nor 
with the hypocrite's grave; (because it is the hypo- 
crite's state or condition which is a grave that appears 
not.) 

Jesus said, Luke xi. chap. 44 ver. '^ Ye are as graves 
which appear not, and the men that walk over them are 
not aware of them ;" and it is that which is within man 
that casteth out man's own shame, that foam by their un- 
stable elementary principles, called mire and dirt : such is 
from the grave within, which defiles the man in blasphe- 
mies, and false-witness, and is that which speaketh re- 
proachfully of Ood, and that turns the truth of God into a 
lie, and that calls that lie a friend, and that exalts obedience 



Kbove knowledge, nMch is God's glory that he dwells with 
and ia the father of. 

It ia not the sarpect's wisdom, nor the fox's cunningly 
devised subtle ways, nor the inward dcvouriog wolSsh 
spirit, tha,t is the Saviour of the soula and the bodies of 
men ; but it is the knowledge of God, that is eteioal life ; 
and that ia the opener of these graves of corrupt prinoiples, 
tbat salts and is the Saviour ; and not the powers of the 
TulerB of darkness of the earth anoh as we wrestle against; 
and not against flesh and blood (or men's bodies;) hut 
against that beastly spirit that makes drunk; like the nn- 
olean swine which was driven into the sea by the evil 
spirits of men that broke the law, and were swine feeders, 
and swine merchants, and were such men as hated Moses, 
and would not be subject to his law. Such meu were they 
that besought the wisdom and the power of God not to 
come into their ooftBts. 

Surely such unclean spirits are covenant breakers, or 
truce breakers, and have not the testimony of the Lord's 
coveoBot, and are in the will of the creature, and serve the 
creature more than the Creator; and by unsound dootrino 
and blasphemous words, turn or pervert the Truth, and 
God's wisdom, and power, into a philosopher; and by the 
deceit and spoiling thereof speak evil of dignities; things 
which they know not ; and lay waste the testimonies of the 
Ohristtan marriage in man's creation ; which robs God of 
his glory in so wonderfully making man, and fearfully 
placing him by a knowledge that would have kept him 
•sbove the work of his hand, if man had not made a cov- 
enant with death and an agreement with hell, which the word 
of God will break to pieces in the friends of this world, 
whoae grave is hypocrisy, which is the leaven of death by 
their doctrines. Abraham Lawton.

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A DECLARATION, &c. 



I feel bound with a chain of affliction in the Society 
called Friends, which is as a grievous thorn in the flesh, 
that I desire to depart from me when the Lord willeth ; 
fully believing that his time is the best time, and that 
when he is ready, his people that he makes a willing peo- 
ple, are always ready. They are in the day of his power 
that overruleth darkness, and enlighteneth his living, 
house with his glory and praise for a blessing to the earth, 
that the kings of the earthly mind may bring their glory 
to the joy of the whole earth ; because God reigns in, and 
is the temple of his people, that have their deeds wrought 
in Him, the power that keepeth his children safe in his 
hand. 

I have a reason to give for the hope that is in me. 
Can any man know that I have not got it, rightly and 
surely, without asking me to give it, unless he force it from 
me by false charges */ So that I am, like Paul, set in the 
defence of my only rock and comforting foundation. If I 
know what the new covenant of the Lord is with the house 
of Judah, and with the house of Israel, it stands in the 
faith which has power over will-worship, voluntary humili- 
ty, and the giving that gloxy to angels, which belcmgs to 
God the father only 3 who is worshipped in his begotten 
word, when men do the will of his Father, and do not 
forsake his everlasting covenant, which Christ is the sou 
of; and in whom is the ark of safety, which holds the tes- 
timony that judges angels, yea, juages all things, and is 
judged himself of no man. 

Divine worship is that form which Ood dwells in, be- 
cause Qod's form is his representation, or equal way of 
truth and life, which Jesus was in withgut robbery, and 
in hia self* humiliation and death ; taking upon him the 
form of a servant, so was among them that served, that 



men might be blessed at hia table, who breaks the yoke of 
oppression and feeds the huDgrj soul with good things; 
which he declared the eon of man in bis own time, would 
make them, who waited (or him, stewards over, to give his 
household their meat in due season, if they kept from abusing 
felloweerTaots; aod surely, such asdo not wait for the coining 
of their Lord, make haste, and are their own lords, and seek 
to master their fellow-servants; and the portion of suoh will 
be among the bypocrites. The Father seeketb spiritual 
worshippers, and draweth them unto the Sod, when his 
mothei doeth the Father's will, who is the power and doer 
of the work. The gospel is the Father's image, sword, 
word and power of God ; that is like a fireanda hammer to 
break the false foundations of will-worship to pieces, which 
is not the living rock from whence flows spiritual drink ; 
but oomes from the golden cup of filthinesa, thatdishonor- 
eth and apeaketh re proaoh fully against the God of heaven, 
and them that dwell in him, and whom no man can pluck 
ont of hia hand. 

Divine worship is ouiy to bo seen in the kingdom of 
God ; which surely cornea to man, the mother thereof, by 
a birth of salvation in the knowledge of that worship 
which is troth, and is in spirit that giveth life, and that 
glorifies the house of the Lord's glory, who are all honored 
by the Father, because ihey abide in bis oomniandraents. 
Will- worshippers only see naturally and sensually, and 
speak the sensual treasures of their dead, corrupt, carnal- 
minded hearts, which ia the leaven of hypocrisy, that boars 
witness (in the sight of trnth,) that while they are preach- 
ing, or teaching others, they themselves are cast away; 
having only a shipwrecked dead faith, without works or 
knowledge, and that they are in the mystery of iniquity 
that now worketb in the doctrine of hypocrisy in the name 
of elders in the truth ; (or of them that can deliver the whole 
counsel of God, that causes the wanderer's feet to return 
safely into the fold of rest to the sou!;) and yet they know 
not whither tliey are going, or what they are leading men 
into, when they say what I should think when I worship, 
and what I should do when 1 am befuro the Lord to wor- 
ship bitn. Paul said, " Chriataaa son over his own house;" 
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which implies the son is that capacity in the mother, that 
the Father sanctifies and dwells in ; whose house we are, if 
we hold fast the confidence and rejoicing of the hope firm 
anto the end. What is the hope and confidence or rejoic- 
ing therein of such a house of the hypocrite's hope, that 
bears testimony nnto a common sense religion, Mai the 
natural father to the son,- and which the son declared to be 
confirmed in his own common sense? If common sense is 
the house of God, and can be taught by the natural father, 
and can be relied on, then there is a natural G-od, and a 
natural eonyersion from nature to nature; for common 
sense teaches common sense, that is no mystery of godli- 
ness, nor any mystery of iniquity ; which includes a com- 
mon sense God, the Father ; and a common sense know- 
ledge of that Father in his Son ; whose bodies must be in 
each other, to form common sense union in the Church ; 
John zyii. 21. ^' That they all may be one, as thou, Father, 
art in me, and I in thee, that they also may be one in us; 
that the world may believe that thou hast sent me,'' verses 
22 and 23. Common sense religion is creaturely religion ; 
and is creaturely order in a worldly ministry that leads to 
desolation and woe, by the working of iniquity in the dark; 
when men turn their backs on the temple of God, and look 
at the image of jealousy, that provoketh to jealousy against 
God and his saints in greedy lust. When men are lovers 
of their own selves more than lovers of Gx)d, they become 
proud boasters of themselves, and set up common sense for 
godliness; and change the truth of God into a lie, and thus 
become a cursed and perverse generation, having the under- 
standing darkened ; being alienated from the life of God 
through the ignorance that is in them because of the blind- 
ness of their hearts ; who being past feeling have given 
themselves over to work nncleanness, in following com- 
mon sense sight, or what they think they know with brutish 
knowledge, and philosophical research, after the rudiments 
of men that savour not the things of God, but which make 
void the cross of Christ, the power of redemption fVom sin. 
These be they who separate themselves, sensual, having 
not the spirit. Such speak great swelling words, having 
men's persons in admiration because of advantage ; and such 
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call themselves benefactors, because they exercise authority 
over men ; and they call themselves progressors of godli- 
ness or religion, and boast of common sense, which is earthly, 
sensual, and oarnal-mindedness ; that leads men into blas- 
phemies and beastly doctrine, that makes friendship with 
this world by common-sense faith in a Jezabel spirit ; that 
calleth herself a prophetess, and is a deceiver and a seducer 
of the people to commit fornication in mystery, that sanc- 
tifies common sense, the soul itself, and the world, by the 
great swelling words of Ytuxitjf^ progression in godHnesi, 
\od is without progression ; and to apply it to him as a 
father, is blasphemy ; because his seed cannot sin : for all 
sin is of the devil, the liar, that leads men to think and 
Bay nature is spirit, and that the wisdom of God is a 
philosopher, and common sense is godliness, or is the faith 
that made the world. 

I query whether the Friends of this world have not made 
a faith that fills the golden cup of the mother of this harlot 
to the brim with the filthiness of the earth, which the Lord 
hateth ? Oh ! this is the meat and drink (in doctrine) that 
is sacrificed unto idols, of which cometh spiritual drunken- 
ness, when men run greedily after the error of Balaam. 

That which is immediate is no form already made, or 
begotten, until the time of the Father. So is in the hand 
of the Father of knowledge, who holdeth his own treasures, 
for his own purposes of election ; that all grace may be 
reckoned to him that worketh, and that rightly calleth, 
and willeth, and that sheweth mercy by his own power : 
(and who is not dependent on man ; him that doeth, and 
that willeth against God, and runneth of himself.) That 
power is the Father of spirit in truth, called Life ; and is 
the light of life : which is not death, darkness nor corrup- 
tion, nor any thing which is defiled. He that hideth all 
knowledge in himself, hath not yet begotten any thing 
that has j/et to be revealed or made known : or else the 
Jehovah hath put that power out of his hand ; and the 
will- worshipper holds God's treasures in what has been 
formerly revealed to some man's father, or is in tCe pre- 
sent generation's attainments of light: which principle of 
darkness of the rulers of this world, would overthrow God's 
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power and kingdom : which can only be seen by the im- 
mediate word of Ood in the hour and power of this day of 
resurrection and life. ^< This day have I begotten thee :'* 
implying from death, or mystery ; and written my new 
name, called revelation, upon thee; which no man can 
read in that white stone, save he that receiveth it. 

George Fox's immediate rock, is still the trier of all 
rocks and foundations; and is the unchangeable Friend, 
that stands in the Lord's commandment; and is in the 
discipline of the cross of his Son of substance and invisible 
power, in which to keep and hold all men's and women's 
meetings: (not out of immediate faith, that hath power 
over death and darkness^ which is by the world's G-od;) 
even this which is present evidence of his being in the 
midst of his people as King; and is the begotten of hb 
Priestly Prince; who is present; past, and to come: or- 
dained a priest forever, after the power of an endless life, 
which gives the knowledge of God, and enlightens his 
house with God's glory; because he is his Father's repre- 
sentation, and is begotten by his love : so is God's only 
begotten, that the Father filleth with his presence ; and in 
and by whom all fullness doth exist; and who worketh by< 
the word of his power, that the earth may be filled with 
his knowledge, as the waters cover the sea; and that Ja- 
cob's heavens may drOp down dew to bless the earth and 
replenish it, and keep it subdued with his portion from the 
Lord, the former of all things, the Lord of Hosts is his 
name; who has chosen Jacob for the rod of his inheritance, 
to break the foundation of Babylon to pieces, even both old 
and young; and all that is engaged to supply her, and 
keep her alive ; even the husbandman with his yoke of 
oxen, the battle axe of Jacob is against ; to break to pieces 
nations, and destroy kingdoms which the Lord has not set 
up in the last day that has no end ; and that shews the 
last time, which shaketh all times ; and which day maketh 
manifest untimely fruit; and every thing that is not of the 
true vine, and from the Lord's holy nation, of whom he 
begetteth his royal high priest and prince of the kings of 
the earth, who is the prince of them that are made kings 
and priests unto God ; and that are his sanctuary and his 



true tabernacle, nhich he Las pitched, and not man; a 
sanctuary that sliall not be taken down, because the Lord 
tabernacles with hia people, and be dwells in their midst, a 
king and a lawgiver, that is a glorious Lord, and a place 
of broad rivets and streams unto us (the cLurcb) that 
cannot be passed over; because lie is boundless strength 
and power to bis heritage, whose righteousness is of him- 
self, and against whom no weapon shall prosper that is 
formed against them that do not depend on men's Lands, 
on men's masts, nor any of tbeir tackle, which must fail ; 
and ail the saii that man can set by bis invented forms of 
faith, that are not of the Father of Truth's seeking, will 
fail. Such cannot strengthen their masts, and cannot pass 
by that way ; being out of that sure way, the Truth and 
tbe Life; by whom the great spoil is divided to the 
mothers of truth, who giveth the prey t« the helpless that 
kaow they are lame. 

Men make shipwreck of faith, and become cast away by 
winds of doctrine when thoy leave the Truth, and go by 
the oars of their own making, and the masts of their own 
strengthening, with tackle of their own inventions ; (that 
ja not Hnto uf, tbe true church, a glorious Lord, and a 
place of broad rivers and slreains, that is boundless, so 
cannot be passed over). These are Babylon's Peoples, 
Multitudes and Tongues, with which she and her Harlot 
daughter speaketh out of her filthy treasures' mouth in 
great swelling words of vanity, to allure through the lust 
of corrupt principles, and powers of darkness of the rulers 
of this world, to cause her servants to commit fornication 
with the beastly spirits, and to cat things offered to idols 
by will- worshippers; to whom the dragon gives their seat, 
and iheir power, and their greut authority, in the sight of 
men ; who any, who is able to make war with this earthly 
power, which so dceeiveth them, that in their own sight 
and way they see fire to come down from heaven j which is 
B seducer and a deceiver, which all the world baa wandered 
afler; whose names are not written in the Lamb's book of 
life, which is separate from the foundation of tbo world, 
and is the elect and precious stone which the Lord lays in 
Zian for a sure aad tried foundatioD of His jadgment. 
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tliat lays rigbteotisiiesa to the plummet, for the washing 
away the rerage of lies, and is an overflowing scourge to 
wash away their biding places. 

The doctrine that ascribes all greatness to onr God of 
truth and perfection, will defend all his heritage against 
the beast, nis image, his mark, and the number of his 
name, with his blasphemous doctrines and testimonies 
against the innocent, who own one another in the spirit of 
truth, which is everlasting life, and is faitb unfeis:nedy 
that is not puffed up speech. God's order is immediate^ 
and his subjects are in that order of life; and his worship 
is his kingdom and power, and is his glory, (and i»ot the 
glory of the creature,) and that of his virgin churcri that 
is not defiled with women, and bears this testimony Sofore 
the kings and rulers of darkness; for a testimony unto 
them and to all gainsayers and resistors of the truths of 
Moses, whose rod swallowed up their rods of imitation 
faiths and works before men. If men premeditate their 
worship, is it the Holy Ghost that speaketh in thorn, or 
the beast ? Then can any thing but a disciple of tho cross 
break premeditation to pieces? Luke 21, c. 13, 14^ 1^. 
'^ And it shall turn to you for testimony. Settle it tberc^ 
fore in your hearts, not to meditate before what ye shall 
answer : for I will give you a mouth and wisdc m, which 
all your adversaries shall not be able to gainsay nor resist." 
Then the begotten word is God's thought, and the son of 
man also that is in beaven ; because heaven is God'n 
throne, and God is the Father of his kingdom in man ; and 
the man that doeth his will, is the body prepared for him, 
or the church he comes in to do his Father's will in. 

Will-worship is that mystery of iniquity that worketh 
in covering up every deceitful lust and work of death, and 
grave of corruption, and of falsehood, and that makes* void 
the commandment of God, by men seeking honor one 
from another, and not that honor that comes down from 
God only. 

Divine worship is only comprehended in men, when they 
are led into it by the Spirit of life, that draws men to the 
Son in everlasting love, by the wisdom and power of bis 
Father; which is called the baptism of the Father, and of 



the Sod, and of witnesses that ktion that unto them a child 
ia born, and a. son pven for a counsellor in the Father's 
Dame, that is wonderful, and is an everlasting Father; be- 
cause it is the power of the Father that always does the 
work, through this love to the Father's power in prayer, 
and in the secret place of the Most High; even in the 
rilenoe of all flesh, and man's premeditations, calculations, 
and every principle and power of animal nature, through, 
principles of search and research, by worldly or natural 
philosophy, and rudiments of men; which must be shut 
out, as of the earth and earthy, and the door shut against 
them ; for God is not world, nor the Father of world ; 
neither is his Son world ; but is the word of creating 
power, and begetting knowledge, which is after Clod's form, 
which he dwells in: and the world knows him not, that 
formed nature. Nature is not spirit, neither is man (tqA; 
nor his judgment God's judgment; cor his ways God's ways; 
neither are his thoughts God's thoughts; neither can man 
ever know God's thooghts, hut by his Father of heaven 
helping man's infirmities by having pity upon man, and 
by cleansing his ways; and by becoming a husband, and a 
Father of failli unto them that are of a pure heart, which 
always brings forth the fruit of the spirit of Truth and 
liove, which dwells in innocence; and is the friend that 
abides in the house of the living God, even the temple of 
the living God, the ground and pillar of Truth; because 
the everlasting presence of comfort (the Trath) leads into 
all truth, that is nnchangably the same rock of every age ; 
end which has been the chosen generation of God in them 
that do the will of the Father of that gift which shall rule 
the nations with a rod of iron : that salvation and strength 
may come by the marriage of the Lamb, who is innocent 
before his Father; and by which is that consolation that 
rejoices in Christ, and in his circumcision that has no con- 
fldonoo in tba ilesh, which lusteth to envy and to worldly 
strife; that stand only as an image of jealousy, which pro- 
voketh to jealousy; and not to love and good works, which 
is the overeomer of the world, and is Jacob's portion, the 
former of all things by the word of his power that dwelleth 
in the Truth, rocoDciling the world nuto himself only as 
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ihe Truth or comforter leads the world; and causes the 
flesh which the comforter appears io, to shew forth his 
Father's praise when the heart of man helieveth onto 
righteousness, and the mouth confesseth that blessing 
which is unto salvation, in them that are bom of and are 
led by the spirit of wisdom from above : which is God's 
sure witness of pillar of cloud by day, aod pillar of fire bv 
night| for a testimony that God moves immediately with 
his people, defending the covenant he makes with his 
house ; who is unto his children a King, and a glorious 
Lord and Lawgiver, because their righteousness is of the 
Lord ; a boundless way of broad rivers and streams which 
unites his heritage, that is of himself, in the one fountain 
of good; which, by his holy commandment, when men 
hearken unto it, flows as a river, and as the waves of the 
sea; which the living God only has set bounds unto, and 
wrapped in his swaddling clothes; saying thus far shalt 
thou come and no further, and here shall thy proud waves 
be staid. 

Then it is the Lord's blessing that shews man who is 
the Father of all our sure mercies, and how they flow from 
bim, to strengthen one another in the church, when men 
are converted; and are mothers and brethren of the elect 
seed, and are the living pillars and spiritual rock of 
judgment upon the earth, and are his sword of his mouth, 
to set man at variance with himself, and to shew man that 
it is not by works of righteousness that we have done, or 
can dO; that we are saved : but of his mercies he saveth 
us, by the washing of regeneration, and the renewing of the 
Holy Ghost; which is revealed from faith to faith, that is 
the living bread of the just, who live by the word that pro- 
ceedeth from God's commandment for the resurrection of 
the dead : for the hope of which, in our professing Israel, 
I am called in question, and bound with a chain of afflic- 
tion ; in readiness to give a reason for the hope that is in 
me, against the gainsayers and resisters of the Truth : 
with confidence in the hour, power, and wisdom, of Him that 
searches all things, and that giveth unto all men according 
as their works shall be.

These writings oiaj be liard to be unJeratood, as Peter 
Baya of brother Paul and his writingfi, which thcj that nrc 
unlearned and unstable wreat tn their own destruction. 
The rock from whence flows spiritual water is the sure 
foundation; the elect seed of the kingdom of joy in the 
Holy Ghost ; the king and his seed or the prince of life, 
that has power with God and man as a judge, and also as 
a rod to break nations to pieces; because his portion i,? in 
God, and Jacob is the rod of his inheritance, when a king 
doth reign in righteousness and princes rule in judgment. 
Like Jacob, who was made a prince over the powers of 
darkness, even so wrestle we ; not with flesh and blood, but 
with principles ; and powers, and the rulers of darkness of 
this world ; with fervent desires for the morning of salva- 
tion ; or the breaking of the day of that blessing that sur- 
named him Israel, wnen the Lord said thj name shall no 
more be called Jacob, but by thennme in substance, "Thou 

The Lord's inbeiitance is his people, whose righteous- 
ness is of himself, and this is their portion ; no weapon 
-formed against tbcm shall prosper, because their righteous- 
ness is of the Lord. Ho is the spiritual father that doth 
work hitherto ; " and I work" (which means in him, the 
power} said the Prophet's and Apostle's foundation, and 
the precious corner atone, which the Lord layeth in Zion 
(and not out of that which descends) ; by which he lays 
judgment to the line and righteousness to the plummet, to 
Bond the overflowing scourge, which shall come to wash 
away the refuge of lies and overflow the hiding places. 
Such is the uncoverer of that which la hid, that the eleot 
foundation may judge down all rncka, and roll down that 
destroying mountain which the Lord ia against, with his 
fire from bis word that overthrows faSae rocks ; and that ia 
as a fire and as a hammer to break them to pieces, that no 
man may take thereof a stone for a corner. 

The word of God is a great mystery without controversy. 
Controversy is not peace; which is of God : because the 
poaee of God is a flamieg sword, or a devouring fire, against 
men's partiality and hypocrisy; and always oomea to un- 
cover and expose the bidden tbingfi of darkaess, and to 
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reveal the counsel of men's hearts; and only comes in 
them that wait the time until the Lord comes, who judges 
everything in them that sit in his judgment, and is their 
strength that turn the battle to that strait gate that all 
must enter into life through, by which man's haughtiness 
is bowed down, and all that is proud and does wickedly by 
the wisdom of the world, is brought to nothing; that the 
Lord may be exalted in his day that shines in men's hearts 
out of darkness, into a marvellous light, called the power 
of translation into the kingdom of God's dear Son, through 
judgment and mercy. Men must pass through judgment 
to rest in mercy, which is the habitation of the glorious 
Lord ; that is the ocean of love, or a place of broad rivers 
and streams that cannot be passed through or over ; and of 
his government and peace there is no end. 

All that do not move by elementary means, but cease 
from them, hear the still small voice that is the begotten 
word from the dead, which God his Father hath raised up 
for a witness in them that are the first fruits of them that 
slept ; and who, like Paul, are found by them that receive 
their testimony, to be the revealers unto the gentiles of the . 
unsearchable riches of Christ, by makine known God's 
judgment through jeopardies an/ baptisms for the dead ; 
that Christ might be formed in them through travail (of 
soul) in birth, that the right form, or God's image, might 
be renewed (which means once lived and revived^ in 
knowledge after the power of the Creator, or the minista- 
tion of an endless life, who quickens by the power of the 
gospel, which is God's begotten. Paul said to some, ^' I 
have begotten you through the gospel;" which is glorious, 
and which calls men to glory and to virtue, that comes out 
of the son of man to heal all the poor tremblers that touch 
him by faith, even in the press ; as it is written, <' Master 
the multitude throng thee, and press thee, and sayest thou, 
who touched me ?" Oh, the blessedness of the union of 
the comforted and the comforter; who says be of good 
cheer or comfort, thy faith has saved thee, or made thee 
whole. Such are the children of faith, and of light, and 
of the day, and of the resurrection ; and are the children of 
God by the wisdom and power of God, or the treasures of 



God's uDBearohablo rioheg, that arc hid with Ohriat from 
the world and the wisdom thereof, but are rovealed unto 
babes to whom tho Father giveth life and sight j who 
are called the children of the kingdom, that man is the 
mother of, the sister of, and the brother of; whom he ia 
not ashamed to call bo, because they bear him about in 
their body and have fellowship with hia safferings, even 
the dying of that which overcomes by death ; and that 
maketh rich in his death them that will be yoked to the 
judgment of hia cross, and learn his meekness of heart, to 
obtain rest of soul in mercy, and sit down with him as hia 
fkthor gives his treasures and his name unto them, whom 
he holds in his band, even all that are his children ; so up- 
holds his elect in whom his soul delights; that ia born from 
above in the mystery of God's kingdom ; in his unsearcha- 
ble wisdom of judgment, that purges the man and makes hi 3 
heart pure ; or a virgin soul that makes a new covenant - 
and which heart is prepared to dwell with devouring fire, 
ealted the salt of fire, that cuts off all corrupt members, 
BDd salts them in peace, one wilh another; as Jesus said, 
"Have salt in yourselves, and have peace ono with another." 
Buch apeak righteously, and walk uprightly, and their 
bread ia given thetn in the holy child of spirit, which i a 
whole and without separation; a spiritual birth and & 
flpiritual body, that lives by spirit, called meat and drink, 
or flesh and blood of Christ ; and that ia born king of the 
Jews, or the prince of life given unto the man prepared of 
God ; and that is a sure rock of God, when man hears the 
bridegroom's voice, which fulfils tho joy of the friend of 
the bridegroom, when he hath tho bridcgroont in posaes- 
sion ; for he that hath the bride is tho bridegroom. Tho 
joy of the bridegroom's friend ia not fulfilled until the 
Saviour is born, and the Lamb of God is come, that takes 
away sin and sorrow from the mother of the child that ia 
born of the bride-chamber that bath tho bridegroom; and 
the bride in hia mother, and his wife also, when the son is 
the covenant of the people that walk in the aame light 
that has fellowship by the blood of Jeaus Christ, the Son 
of God, that circnlaloa through one another, and which 
cleiDsea from all sin. 
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There is a faith which the world with all her will-wor- 
ahippers cannot overcome nor enter into, nor one of them 
see it, neither any one of them hear the voice of the word 
of that faith, while they are in the judgment of the world; 
which that word of living faith is a devouring fire onto, 
and an everlasting burning against; to destroy that 
oreaturely, selfish, covetous nature, called beastly know- 
ledge; or the world's righteousness. 

That which has power over the spirit of Jezabel is a 
spiritual voice ; so still, the creature cannot hear it ; and 
so small, that animal nature cannot see it; nor the 
anointing that comes from that word of jfaith which the 
Apostles preached, and which was in them that preached 
it; the good thing God has in store for them that love 
him, and dwell in him the Father; who opens rewards 
which eye has not seen nor ear heard naturally ; neither 
has it entered into the natural heart that never overcomes 
self; so cannot bear witness of the Spirit of Truth from the 
Holy One, that is no lie; and that dwelleth in his secret 
place, and is a secret Father to his secret children, that 
dwell in his light, and have their deeds wrought in their 
God, by bringing them to his light of Life ; which giveth 
a true sense of God, and his worship that he leadeth his 
children into, to be his sons in that which he seeketh 
through his church that dwelleth with him only by an ever- 
lasting covenant of love even unto death ; in faithfulness 
by testimony against all other gods ; with all their images, 
forms, unequal ways, thoughts, and the filthiness of the 
churches of darkness; that love the pleasures and the 
treasures of the world, more than the Father of the living 
way, the Truth, and the Life of God, that is the comforter 
in this life and forever. Amen.
